First,

left of the m igration and cou nted 
the animals in the first squ are, 
I 
mu ltiplied the re« u lt by the nu m ­ 
ber of squ ares L had drawn.

I mov ed the cam era u ntil it was 
focu sed on the nex t section of the 
¡herd to the r i ght- on 
animal* 
I 
had not cou nted. 
By this method. 
In an hou r's time, I reached my 
estim ate of ten million. 
I honest­ 


ly believ e that there were more. 
The 
front 
of 
that 
enormou s 
herd 
was 
ten 
milt1« 
wide. 
And 
while we cou ld see for thirty miles 
across the slopes of Ngorongoro, 
there were animals a» far as this 
limit of v isibility !

were

first was the geometrically « traight 
line formed by the head of the 
colu mn.

between one term inal of the sec­ 
ondary and one term in al of the 
earphones. 
The other *lde of the 
earphones goes to the remaining 
terminal of the secondary.

side of the secondary connected 
to rotor may be grounded. 
A by­ 
pass condenser of .001 mfd. is con­ 
nected across the phones. 
Such a circuit Is out of fav or 
nowadays, 
nor 
is 
it 
considered 
practical to use a crystal receiv er, 
due to the necessity for good se­ 
lectiv ity which this type of cir­ 
cuit 
does 
not 
afford. 
Various 
methods of improv ing selectiv ity 
result in reduction of v olume, so 
that the crystal receiv er may be 
forgotten for any practical v alue 
it may possess, although its theory 
still remains interesting.

WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 
12.—At 
the regular session of congress, a 
joint resolution to be introduced 
by Senator Dill (Dem.), of W ash­ 
ington, and R epresentativ e W hite 
(Rep.), of Lewiston, Me., will pro­ 
pose indefinite continuation of the 
executiv e life of the Federal Radio 
Commission. 
These legislators hav e 
been co-authors from time to tim e 
of resolution* extending the life 
of the Commission and amending 
the radio law otherwise. 
"We w ant the Radio Commis­ 
sion to liv e until a communications 
commission to created,” said Mr. 
Dill, 
who 
is a

Commerce 
Committee, 
before which is now pending the 
bill (S. 6) of the chairman, Sen­ 
ator Couzens (Rep.), of Michigan, 
to create a commission on com­ 
munications and power. 
Controv ersial Subjects Out 
Regarding the resolution which 
will be drawn, Senator Dill said, 
"it will not contain any con tro­ 
v ersial am endm ents to the present 
law. 
It was at first planned to 
include an amendm ent to the act,

Senator Dill 
added, 
“that

merce on the first of the year and 
continue under his authority.”

THE OUTBREAK IN CHINA 


The outbreak in China, the rev olt against the 
Nanking gov ernment is difficu lt to u nderstand, 
or rather the causes of it are difficu lt to u nder­ 
stand. and can only be ap p roached in u nderstand­ 
ing in the 
light of v ariou s grou p s that are now 
fighting for su p remacy . 
There are three p olitical p arties in China. 
One is the right wing of the Ku omintang (N a­ 
tionalist Party ), the second is the left wing of 
the Ku omintang, and the third is the Commu n- 
ist p ary > The su ccess of any one of these grou p s 
is dep endent u p on the forces of the military 
p owers, and these p owers are controlled b y 
three military heads. 
One is Peng Yu -hsiang, 
the so-called Christian General, in Honan, Shen­ 
si and Kansu p rov inces; the second is 
en Hsi- 
shan, the “model gov ernor of Shansi p rov ince, 
and the third is Chang Hsu eh-liang, the Man­ 
chu rian leader. 
General Chiang Kai-shek, has controlled the 
Nanking gov ernment since its incep tion two 
y ears ago last May , and the three military p ow­ 
ers to which we hav e referred ab ov e hav e su p ­ 
p orted nominally the gov ernment du ring this 
time. 
The Nanking gov ernment is also su p ­ 
p orted by the commercial class, and b y great 
nu mb ers of the intellectu als, some writers de­ 
claring b v p ractically all of the intellectu als. 
It will b e rememb ered that General Feng ac­ 
cep ted the offices of the Nanking gov ernment. 
He. with Yen, the “p eace-lord” of the Shansi 
•p rov ince, were su p p osed then to b e tied u p with 
the Nationalist gov ernment. Feng’s and \e n’s 
armies hav e remained intact, and their p restige 
seems to b e as great as ev er. 
The general who is now endeav oring to p ene­ 
trate into Canton. Chang Fa-kwei, is at the head 
of the famou s “Iron army .” While Chiang Kai- 
shek, the dictator of Nanking is endeav oring to 
defend Canton, Feng and Yen may try oth­ 
er offensiv e actions. 
The worst of these things is that these three 
armies of Feng, Yen, and Chang, ev en thou gh 
b eaten are not destroy ed, and they hav e p ow­ 
er in their own districts where they are in con­ 
trol to ex clu de the Nationalist au thority . 
They 
retreat into these districts, reorganize after de­ 
feat and then go on again. It seems imp ossib le 
to either u nite China or to keep dis-u nited p eace- 
fu lly . 
Now it ap p ears that General Chang su ffered 
many casu alties in his attack on Canton, and 
came within sev en miles of the center of the 
city . It is hard in the light of these innu mer- 
| ab le conflicts to realize that China is at heart a 
p eace-lov ing cou ntry , b u t the selfishness anc 
cu p idity of the leaders, the p ov erty and dis­ 
tress of the soldiers and the general hu nger con­ 
ditions of the cou ntry make p ossib le the recon­ 
ditioning, and hence the war continu es. 
We su p p ose we mu st ex p ect that China will 
hav e to p ass throu gh this kind of difficu lty u ntil 
with b etter roads and railroad facilities for rap id 
mov ement of troop s, b etter leadership and b et­ 
ter financing, with greater literacy and the 
common p eop le b etter fed, China will finally 
work her way ou t to the p osition of a cou ntry 
orderly and constitu tional in its gov ernment.

THE CAUSE OF THE OUTBREAK 


For the fifth time this y ear a reb ellion has 
¡b roken ou t in p risons of the cou ntry ’, and for 
I the second time in the same one. namely that 
of Au b u rn, New York. 
The ou tb reaks du r­ 
ing the p ast six months hav e taken the liv es 
of eighteen gu ards and cau sed loss of p rison 
p rop erty of a million dollars. 
For nearly an entire day the p risoners were 
in more or less p ossession of the p rison, with 
sev eral of the gu ards, inclu ding the warden, in 
their p ossession. 
They were finally su b du ed 
b y a comb ined attack of state troop ers and p o­ 
lice, who with gas and gu ns drov e the p ris­ 
oners b ack after snatching the warden and 
other gu ards who were held as hostages from 
the p risoners’ hands. 
As a resu lt of the riot, 
the p rincip al keep er of the p rison is dead and 
eight of the p risoners. 
These ou tb reaks in the p risons of the cou n­ 
try certainly shou ld call attention of the p eop le 
to the requ est of the wardens of these institu ­ 
tions, and others who are b est qu alified to ju dge 
of what ou r p risons need to ob v iate su ch con­ 
ditions as we are ex p eriencing far too often. 
The Au b u rn p rison was b u ilt in 1816 . 
Its 
terrib le condition has b een ex p osed on a nu m­ 
b er of occasions. 
We recall qu ite a nu mb er of 
y ears ago when Thomas Mott Osb orne de­ 
scrib ed the condition of Au b u rn p rison after 
b eing a p risoner within its old walls. 
W arden 
Jennings had b een calling attention to this con­ 
dition, and y et nothing had b een done ab ou t it. 
There is little qu estion b u t what the act it­ 
self ev idences su ffering and cru elty which is 
b ey ond hu man endu rance for the men to choose 
su ch desp erate means and death rather than 
continu ance. The ideal oi fitting these men to 
liv e and to liv e decently certainly is far from 
b eing realized in an institu tion of this kind. T he 
first feeling, of cou rse, is one of resentment and 
anger at the p risoners for their actions, b u t 
su rely society shou ld also consider its own re- 
p onsib ility .

From time to time we all note the great 
p rogress that has b een made in inv entions and 
discov eries in the scientific and mechanical field, 
and the wonderfu l u se to which those inv en­ 
tions hav e b een p u t.
